The twelve largest British ships, apart 
from war vessels, are as follows t—- 
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The * Oroya,” al$o belon ing to the Orient 
line, is the sister ship to the “Orizaba” and 
the same size. All the ivelve ships above 
mentioned, with the exception of the “Cit 
of Rome” and the “‘Orizaba” are, in consi 
eration of an annual subvention, held by the 
owners at the disposition of the Lords of the 
Admiralty as armed cruisers or transports in 
case of necessity for their services arising. 
There are fourteen vessels in the Britis 
navy which have a displacement of 10,- 
OO) tons or upwards. The tons of dis- 
placement, however, largely exceed the 
registered tonnage, which latter is not 
given for Hey Majesty's ships as it is in the 
case of ships in the merchant service. For 
instance, the ‘*City of New York” has a 
displacement of 14,500 tons, or 4,000 tons 
in excess of its registered tonnage. The

What Calves are Best to Ralse. 


I am greatly in favor of breeding most of 
the cows to come in in the fall—September 
and October. A cow will give more milk in 
a year as she goer to fresh pasture just at 
the period when she naturally begins to 
shrink in her milk, and she gives the most 
milk at the season when butter briags the 
best price. All the work of the dairy comes 
hard during the hot months, and the more 
cows we can have dry then the better. 
After long experience with both spring and 
fall calves I much prefer to raise the latter. 
A tail calf can be kept in a warm stable 
where it will thrive well all winter, and go 
to pasture when weaned from milk at the 
season of abundant and succulent food, and 
get a good start before fly time. A spring 
calf is weaned at the season of failing pasture 
with a long winter on dry food before it. 

A friend who lived near enough to a city 
so that he could always get what calves he 
wanted, for several years followed winter- 
dairying, raising his fall calves by hand and 
making butter until May. Then he brought 
young calves in the city and put one to each 
cow. They were not allowed to run with 
the cows, but were kept in a grass lot and 
taught to eat bran, iat either sold for veal 
at two-months old or kept for stock cattle. 
The most disagreeable thing about dairying 
to me is milking in fly time, and this would 
relieve us of that and probably give as large 


ora larger profit during the year. The small]. 


farm dairies which are so oenaeed that the 
cows come in inthe spring and shrink in the 
milk during July or August so as scarcely 
to pay for milking give a large amount of 
labor and a small margin of profit. 


Soft, Wavy Hair. 
Soft, wavy hair is a personal beauty any 
woman can possess, if she only has patience 
in pursuing the methods prescribed.

Canadian Ship Balliway Scheme. 


There have been in years past various 
plans suggested to connect the upper waters 
f Lake Huron with Lake Ontario ‘by means 
ofa ship canal that should be large enongh 


to float our lake vessels when loaded. Ifany | 


such scheme were practically feasib'e it ise assy 
to see, by a glance at the map, that an great 
saving in distance and time would be eifect- 
ed in the cheap transportation of Western 
grain to the Eastern saboned. Butthis far 
the work nece for the accomplishment 
of such a project been of too enormous 
a character and calling for too great an out- 
lay of money to warrant any attempt at un- 
dertakingit. A kindred enterprise has been 
revived of late in Ontario and is now being 
discussed with much interest. It is an 
immense ship railway to traverse substantial- 
ly the same route as that of the pro

The route 
would be from G n Bay; on the north- 
eastern corner of Lake Hiiron, to the mouth’ 
of the Huniber River, west of Toronto The 
distance between Lakes Huron and Ontario 
is ony ype Boor miles, which may well be 
called a ‘‘short cut.”

on such a line three large locomotives could | th 


take a vessel of 2,000 tons weight, vessel 
and cargo, or more than 1,000 tons register, 
at the rate of ten milesan hour. To trans- 
port the same amount of cargo by rail would 
require five locomotives, with trains of 
twenty cars each, and each car holding ten 
tons. Of couse this project does away with 
all cost and delay of transshipment. Vessel 
and cargo would be taken out of the water 
atone end and let down into it at the oth: r. 
The total cost is estimated at $12,000,000, 
being one-half the cost of a ship canal of 
the same capacity. This route would save 
428 miles of lake navigation and 28 miles of 
canal between Chicago antl Montreal. —De- 
troit Tribune.

ment with feelings of annoyance, if not of 
apprehension. To this class belongs Wil- 
Ham Dry«lale, a wrgter in the New York 
Times, who characterizes England's policy fa 
strengthening her fortifications in the At- 
lantic as an inenlt to the United States, and 
declares that ‘‘there is no lel in 
history to the manner in which this friendly 
nation is multiplying and strengthening 
fortifications infront of our face in such man- 
ner that she may best hem us in, bombard 
us, and interfere with our commerce if oc- 
casion should arise.” He is led to ask why 
England maintains these defences at s 
fabulous expense. Her motive, Mr. Drys- 
dale thinks, can hardly be ti protection 
of British commerce im North America and 
the West Indies. Financially, he says, these 
colonies are a heavy and useless ‘Toad hung 
around Great Britain’s neck. They do not 
even pay their own running expenses, much 
leas reimburse the mother ecuntry for the 
incaleuable sums expended in fortif ing 
their ports and equipping them with all the 
requisites of war. 

‘Canada, the greatest of them all, has 
annual expenses of about $500,000 more 


-| than her receipts and her public debt is 


$240,000,000. She imports annually $115,- 
000,000 worth of goods, of which only $40, - 
000,000 worth come from Great Britain, 
the remainder principally from the United 
States. She exports annually $90,000,000 
worth of 3; of which $40,000,000 
worth goto Great Britain and the remain- 
der principally to the United States. New- 
foundiand’s expenses are more than 
$100,000 in excess of her annual receipts, 
and-her public debt is 883,500,000. -About 
one-third of her imports come from Great 
Britain and about one-twelfth of her exports 
to Great Britain. Her governor gets 
$12,500 @ year from the Rietshk Goversmenn. 
Bermuda, with her 16,000 inhabitants, has 
an annual deficit of $5,000, and her pub- 
lic debt is abont $50,000. Her trade is 
practically all with the United States, and 
the Briti Pay her Governor $15,000 a year. 
The Bahamas have a public debt of $400,000, 
and their trade is with the United States. 
Jamaica just about pays her annual expen. 
sea, and her public debt is $7,500,000. About 
two-thirds of her trade is with Great Britain 
the remainder with the United States. The 
Leeward Islands spend $50,000 a year more 
than they earn, and their debt is £260,000. 
Their Governor gets $15,000 a year. In 
the Windward Islands Barbadoes is rhaps 
the most flourishing of all the British ¢ colon- 
ies, and she has a net annual revenue of 
about $50,000, with a public debt of $150,000. 
Her Governor gets $18,000 ayear, ‘Trinidad 
also has a net revenue of about $50,000, and 
a public debt of nearly $3,000,000. Her 
Governor manages to exist on $25,000a year, 
and her imports and exports just about 
balance. OF those two unhealthy British 
settlements in Cent America, British 
Guiana and British Honduras, thé former 
spends $150,000 a year more than her ins 
come, and has a public debt of $3,500,000, 
About one-half of her business is done with 
Great Britain, and her Governor's salary is 
$50,000 a year. The revenue of Honduras 
just about pays her expenses, and she has a 
pablic debt of $250,000. Ofher very meagfe 
trade Great Britain gets about one-half and 
her Governor gets $12,000 a year. : 
Assuming the general correctness of Mr. 
Drysdale’s figures (thoughas a matter of fact 
they stand in need of considerable revision) 
it is not necessary to infer, as that writer 
does, that Britain’s principal motive in es- 
tablishing herline of forts, wust be somethin 
other than the protection of these so called 
— ssions. This conclusion over- 
ooksthe fact that the colonies are compara- 
tively young, and their resources almost en- 
tirely undeveloped.

of twenty. xeir squad drill and military 
instruction amount to nothing, and the 
rivate soldier of Guatemala, instead of 
ing .an‘erect, cleanly, well-disciplined, 
and alert individual, is precisely the reverse 
and compares unfavorably with the civil- 
ian. The officers below the grade of Colo- 
nel are little better than the average soldier; 
above that grade they devote their time to 
drinking and dissipating, and seldom see or 
think Ad their subordinates. Love of coun- 
try they Lave not, and would be just as 
happy in China with plenty to eat. On the 
other hand, the troops of San Salvador are 
tolerably well disciplined and much better 
ofiicered. than those of any other Centrai 
Amerian State. They are well paid and 
fed, and have that strong feeling of pat- 
riotism due to the nagional persecution t ey 
have felt from Honduras and Guatemala. 
Considering the state of their armies, there- 
fore, there is nothing wonderful in the fact 
that 10,000 Salvadorians should have put to 
ront. 25,000 Guatemaltecos. ‘ 
The trouble between the warring republics 
is not one of Salvador’s seeking. For twenty 
years the President and Government of 
Guatemala have been striving to bring about 
a Central American Union, on such terms 
us would aggrandize the Guatemala rulers. 
This union as proposed by her ambitious 
neighbor was never desired by the Salva- 
dorians whohave received much ill treatment 
and abuse from Guatemala. A few months 
ago the Salvadorians observed a suspicious 
intimacy springing up between their Presi- 
dent, Menendez, anc Barillas, the President 
of Guatemala. Shortly after it was discov- 
cred that Menendez had promised to throw 
his Government into the union against the 
will of the people. The result was a revolt, 
the death of Menendez, and the acceasiort o 
wer of Ezeta, the provisional President. 
On the ground of avenging Menendez’s mur- 
der, anc st the affairs of a sister 
republic which had not asked or desired aid, 
Guatemala declared war against Salvador. 
The result to Guatemala is that her army 
has been entirely defeated, a reign of 
anarchy has been introduced, while Barillas 
is said to have fled the country. Few will 
cothmiserate the intermeddling state. While 
pity cannot be withheld froni the poor dupes 
that were led to death by their ambitious 
anc selfish rulers, the result of the contest 
will give satisfaction to those who respect 
the rights of communities and States to 
manage their own affairs without the inter- 
ference of meddlesome parties from without.

seribes the occurrence which has alarmed 
the inhabitante : 

At Q o'clock yesterday morning the far 
mers near Waldron, this county, were 
startled by a terrific explosion, When they 
reached the Ogden Graveyard, which is on 
a bluff near the Flat Rock stream, they dis- 
covered that fully 10 acres of the earth was 
‘na commotion. Geysers were shooting up 
to the height of six and eight feet, and jas 
was blazing from ten to filteen feet above 
che waters ofthe geysers The river bed was 
torn up and the water had stopped ruuning 
below the graveyard. Flames are still ehoot- 
ing from different fissures in the earth. The 
county had not been considered in the gas 
belt, although local companies have sunk 
wells, The skeletons of the dead can be 
distinctly seen in the fractures of the earth. 
Gas flowa freely from th» entire surface of 
the ten acres. Stones were thrown two 
miles. The whole county was shaken up, 
and the excitement is tremendous.

The revolutionary spirit, which has been 
scactive in South America during the last 
few months, and has wrought euch great 
changes in Brazil and the Argentine Repub- 
lic, is repofted to be stirring in Chili where 
a serious conflict has arisen between the 
Executive and the Legislature. For refus- 
ing to give them a Cabinet enjoying their 
confidence the National Congress has re- 
taliated upon the President and has abso- 
lately refused to vote any supplies. Conse- 
quently everything is in astate of confusion : 
trade is paralyzed; while thousands of 
workmen are thrown out of work and are on 
the verge of starvation. Mobs, rendered 
desperate by want, are alas in many 
places, and the insurrection bids fair to 
sptead throughout the country. Unless the 
deadlock is speedily relieved the country 
will be given over to anarchy and ruin. 

A political movement which has’ already 
acquired considerable force has recently 
been set on foot among the Presbyterians of 
Ireland, who feel that hitherto P esbyterian 
interests have not been properly represented 
in the House of Commons. he matter is 
being discussed in the various presbyterys, 
and action taken in the direction of forming 
a large and thoroughly representative com- 
mittee to forward the movement. Doubt- 
less there are arguments that can be ad- 
vanced in favor of such action, and probably 
it appears to these people the only practica- 
ble way of having their claims regarded, 
but the principle is philosophically unsound, 
while its appication tends only to evil. 
Anything and everything that tends to 
narrow the outlook of a representative to 
that which concerns those and anly those to 
whom he is responsible for his election 
must be condemned. Instead of such sec- 
tionaliem, which is the reproach of much of 
our modern legislation, the endeavor should 
rather be, to encourage that lofty sentiment 
which ‘knows no man” where conflicting 
claims are involved.

Forecasting Thander Mer. 


When the daily weather charts are drawn, 
if we find that there is an unevenness in the 
isobaric lines—that is, if these are wavy, or 
bulge out irregularly-—we know that thun- 
der storms are likely to burst somewhere or 
other over the country, but that is all we 
can say. Ateach station the barometer is 
unsteady—the mercury moving Up and 
down in the tube—during the actual con- 
‘tinuance of the storm, but this oscillation of 
the mercurial column has nothing to do 
with the ris is gale in the isobaric lines 
above mentioned. Forecasting these storms 
is, therefore, always an uncertain and thank- 
lees task, for Tocal success is rarely attained.

etirred while ripening. Unless the butter-

Some of the butter granules will run out 
with the buttermilk and with the water 
used in washing, so we need a strainer to 
put on the pail set under the churn to catch 
the water. This strainer can be made of o 
piece of wire cloth (brass wire is best, as it 
won't rust), the meshes of which are a little 
smaller than the butter granules. Tack this 

cloth on to a bottomless box whichis lon 

enough to span the pail, and it will cate 
every granule that runs from the churn, and 
save much troable in skimming them out 
of the pail. We also want two hard-wood 
ddlesa to handle the butter with, as the 
hands must never come in contact with 
Parchment paper we would 
hardly know how to do without in our dairy. 
We not only wrap all the butter in it that 
is to be mf but that which we keep for 
home use. And we have some big sheets of 
it which we lay on the table while the but- 
ter is being made into rolls or prints; it i 
much nicer and cleaner than the wooden 
table, and it can be washed and used for a 
long time.

Brain Graf nz, 


Attempts have been made to graft nearly 
all the different tissues of the body. Skin, 
bone, teeth, muscles, nerves, glands, eyes, 
mucous membrane, etc., have all been 
grafted with more or less success, but suc- 
cessful brain gratting has heretofore been 
performed. It occurred to Dr. Thompson 
recently, while studying cere ral localiza- 
tion in the lower animals, that it would be 
interesting to graft-a piece of brain tissue 
from one side of a dog's brain to the other, 
or from one animal’s brain into another's 
and study its vitality. He secured a large 
dog and performed his experiment. A half 
inch trephine was used, and a button of 
‘bone was cut nearly through over .he left 
occipital region, leaving a small attached 
margin so that the button could be elevated 
and then de like a trap door. 
Through ‘the opening the brain tissue was 
removed. A cat was similarly treated, and 
in eight seconds a portion of its brain tissue 
waa transferred to the opening in the dog's 
brain. The result of the experiment favors 
the assumption that brain tissue has suffi- 
cient vitality to survive for seven weeks the 
operation of transplantation without wholly 
losing its identity as brain substance, and a 
most interesting field for furthur research 
is suggested.

The Prince of Wales in Homburg, 


Though it may be doubted whether His 
Royal Highness, the Prince of Wales, would 
be able o meep all the conditions of mem- 
bership imposed by some sections of the 
Christian Church, or whether he would feel 
disposed to assume very weighty spiritual 
duties, it is certain that his private life has 
latterly become more regular and less open 
to objection than it was twenty years ago. 
Indeed, in this regard he gives the seandal- 
monger but little employment. Take the 
following, Which comes from Homburg, 
where the princ#hasbeen summering since 
the visit of his Noyal nephew, as an indica- 
tion of the life he now leads : 

‘‘His Royal Highness the Prince of Wales 
is leading a very quiet and regular life here. 
He gets up early in the morning, and 
at 7 o'clock walks to the Elizabeth Springs, 
where he meets the Duke of Cambridge 
and the Duke of Teck, and where a large, 
curious crowd always gathers to stare at 
him. Se drinks two or three glasses of the 
waters and stays sometimes to listen to the 
band. ‘Then he returns home to breakfast 
and reads the newspaper till ten o'clock, 
when he takes his bath. After this he works 
till 1 o’clock reading French works on 
strategy and bluebooks, when he lunches, 
usually taking thismeal at the Park Hotel, 
or sometimes on theterrace of the Kurhausse. 
Afterward he drives to the mountains or 
makes tea on the balcony of the hotel. At 
7 he dines with abont half a dozen guests on 
the terrace, while the band plays in the 
Kurgarten Pavilion. About 9 the Prince 
and his guests visitthe Kurgarten Concert 
and return about 11, seldom going to bed 
later than midnight. He looks very well 
indeed, and everybody is enchanted with 
his simplicity and kindness. Before going 
to bed he usually fakes 6ne or two glasses 
of apollinaris water, With lemon juice in it.

Arbitration. 


It will doubtlesscome with some surprise 
to those who have kept themselves posted 
on the history of modern events to note how 
frequently within the last deeade the 
principle of arbitration’ as advocated hy the 
World's Peace Association has heen re- 
sorted to in settling international disputes. 
Ths. in 1885 it Was recognized and em- 
bodied in the treaty between Great Britain 
and Uruguay, Jn the same vear Germany 
ond Spain settled their difficulties in regard 
to the Caroline and Pelew islands by sub- 
mitting them to the arbitration of the Pone. 
In 1886 a provision in fayor of arbitration 
was embodied in the commercial treaty be- 
tween Great Britain and Greece. A com- 
paratively trivial dispute between Italy 
and Columbia, arising ont of a collision at 
s*a, was referred it 1888 to the Spanish 
Government. for decision. So also the 
principle of arbitration has been recog- 
nized, either in treaties or in the actual 
settlement of disputes, hetween Portal 
and Moroeco in 1888, between the United 
States and the Central American Republics 
in the treaty aimed last Anril, between 
Denmark and the United States.

WARF AND WILD MAN. 


Strange Stories Told by Men Who Eaze 
Found Queer Orentures in Foreign 


Lands, 


Englishmen Not Clear as to Whom Eclongs 
the Credit of Discovering a Lillipu- 
¢ flan Race. 


Whether he who found Emin or he who 
found the gorilla be entitled to the prior 
right of discovery in Mr. Stanley’s celebrat- 
ed race of dwarfs is a question that, on one 
side at least, seems likely to be disputed 
with warmth. It doesnot appear that either 
M. de Chaillu cr Mr, Stanley cau claim 
copyright in these interestirg little people, 
Travelers proverbially cce strange sights 
and tell tough stories, and Africa has in past 
times been prolific of more wondrous tales 
than ever Rider Haggard has told. Some 
of them we cannot quite accept. The tailed 
men which were of old reported to infest the 
African forests may possibly be identified 
with M. Paul de Chailln’s old friend the 
gorilla. The ecynocephali, or dog-headed 
man (but they were Asian), have not, unfor- 
tunately, been heard of during late years, 
nor, it 1s to be regretted, have Mr. Stanley 
or other modern explorers succeeded in re | 
discovering probably the most interesting | 
race of the dark continent—the one-legged 
man whose single foot was so massive, Sir 
John Mandeville assures, us, that when its 
possessor, lying on his back, held it aloft 
‘it shieldecth his whole body anent the 
sonne,” 

The cautious reader would probably hesi- 
tate nowadays to accord unreserved cre 
dence to stories such as these, but he can 
not fail to be struck with the fact thar 
dwarfs have always figured in the narra- 
tions of the African traveler. In the unex- 
plored parts of Abyssinix tradition reported 
the existence of a race four feet high, who 
climbed trees like apes, were destitute of 
clothes, religion, eivil government, and com- 
mon decency, and got their living by eating 
live snakes, ants, and similar smal!l deer. 
Schweinfurth’s description of the dwarfs of 
the interior is a serious contribution to the 
knowledge of the subject, and coincides 
more closely with Mr, Stanley’s. His dwarfs 
are, he says, active and skillful hunters, but 
are cannibals and.pot to be trusted. Tales 
of ‘‘ wild men ”’—thie “‘ missing link” of the 
Darwinian system—have always fascinated 
the multitude, and the popular taste has, 
without doubt, been very effective in stimu- 
lating the imagination and enterprise of the 
traveler and the showman. The occasional 
discovery of mute, savage, and wholly un- 
cultivated human beings even cited Lin- 
wus with a belief in the wild man, and led 
to his dividing the human race in his system 
of zoology into two species—homosapiens, 
or man susceptible of civilization, and homo 
ferus, a being which he describes as ‘‘ mute, 
hairy, and going on all fours.” Science 
nowadays recognizes but one species of 
human being—the lowest savage—showing 
traces of culture and refinement, which sep- 
arate them absolutely from the brute crea- 
tion. 

It was not always so. The ‘‘ ape-men of 
southern Asia were firmly believed in at the 
beginning of the present, century. The dis- 
covery of two of these creatures among the 
laborers on a coftee plantation is actually on 
record in the journal of/the Asiatic society 
of Bengal in 1824, and ghis circumstance, no 
doubt, encournged soveenl travolora to report 
subsequent encounters with these sipguint 


beings in different parts, which grew more, 


circumstantial as tie went on. Finally it 
was announced that the Sumatran forests 
were the home of two distinct races, called 
orang koobos and orang gugur, both naked 
and covered with hair, and the latter pos- 
sessing many characteristics of the ape tribe 
—-long arms, receding foreheads, protruding 
jaws, with little in the way of chin and noth- 
ing in the way of calf. 

Not many years ago it was saidthata wild 
creature—a girl 7 or 8 years old—had been 
captured in the forest of Laos. A whole 
family, indeed, had been secured, but some 
died, and the father was detained in the 
country by order of the king. 


This child was Krao, who was afterward 
exhibited rather extensively in England 
and America. ‘The girl’s body was entirely 
covered with hair, but Virchow and other 
scientists who saw her pronounced her to 
bea true Siamese, and information after- 
ward came from Bangkok that her father 
was a native official, and that the parents, 
who differed in no respect from others of 
their race, had taken advantage of the 
child’s abnormal appearance to let her out 
on advantageous terms to a smart show- 
man 

Most recent accounts of the discoyery of 
wild people have, when investigation was 
possible, been proved to beequally fallacious. 
Four or five years ago the Berlin Anthropo- 
logical society received a report of the exis. 
tence in the Papuan island ofa race of people 
with ears six inches long, and of others 
with white skins and red hair who lived in 
trees an) made noises like beasts, but the 
other natives seemed less inclined to claim 
cousinship with these eccentrics,and declared 
them'to be descendantsof Eurépeans wrecked 
upon the coast many years before. 
complexion and red hair point toa possible 
Teutonic origin, and it may be that the first 
discoverers of these modern tree-dwellers 
did not understand German, At any rate, 
no subsequent light was thrown upon the 
discovery. 

The existence of races of wild beings has, 
on the whole, been disproved pretty conclu- 
sively, but cases are on record of single indi- 
viduals who at various times and places have 
run wild and consorted with the beasts. Ac- 
cording to Die Gartenlaube there are sixteen 
of such cases reported on tolerably good 
authority, mostly young children, and a) 
dating from the time when Europe still con- 
tained dense forests and inpenetrable 
swamps and morasses. At this day, there- 
fore, it is impossible to ascertain the propor- 
tion of truth to falsehood in the descriptions 
of them which have been preserved. Many 
of the individuals were probably insane, and 
there is certainly no evidence that any of 
them belonged to a peculiar race, F

That region, Lyme Regis, was found to be a 
veritable graveyard of these wonderful 
animals. ‘The jaws of some of them were 
eight feet long and contained one hundred 
and sixty teeth. Whenever a tooth was 
lost in a conflict, a duplicate tooth in the 
jaw was ready to take its place. Their eyes 
were larger than a man’s head, and possess- 
ed of very powerful and far-seeing vision, 80 
that no matter how dark the sea nor how 
far distant the prey, there could be no ¢s- 
caping those eyes | Its stomach was like a 
great pouch, and it swallowed its food with- 
out chewing. It was so greedy a monster 
that itate even smaller animals of its own 
kind! 

Nobody can say for certain whether its 
skin was covered with scales or not. Still, 
as no remains of scales have been found, it 
was probably soft and smooth. It had to 
come up to the surface to breathe, like a 
whale, and perhaps it had_‘‘ blowers” to 
blow out water. What a commotion it must 
have made ! 

Another animal of this family had the 
head of a serpent upon the neck of a gigan- 
tic swan. It was fitted for quicker motion 
than the fish-lizard. It probably swam on 
the surface like a swan, and thrust its long 
neck down in search of prey. 

The most. wonderful of all, however, was 
the ‘‘dragon” of which I told you. It is 
called by a hard Greek name which we will 
translate into ‘‘ wing-finger.” There were 
two points in which it resembled a bat ; its 
eyes were so formed that it could see in the 
dark sland it had enormous wings joined -to 
its claws like those ofa bat.

Protestantism in France, 


Protestantism in France sprang trom the 
aame general causes which gave birth to simi- 
lar reactions against the Roman Catholic 
Church in other countries of Europe. But, 
almost from the first, a peculiarly secular 
character ‘Was stamped upon the French 
movement, partly by the cheracter of its 
leader, partly by the early adhesion of the 
nobility, partly by the establishment of the 
Reformed Churches asa separate political 
power. The leaders of the Huguenots were 
rather statesmen, politicians, or captains 
than men of spiritual mind. Calvinism, 
with its logical completeness and systematic 
theology, quickly stiffened into an academic, 
controversial, acrimonious form. It would 
be difficult to name a single book of devo- 
tional piety which was the work of French 
Protestantsin thesixteenthcentury. Second- 
ly, most religious movements have ascend- 
ed from the people to the nobility. In 
France the contrary aie was the rule: 

ded from the nobles to 
che people. It was, therefore, never, ina 
strict sense of the word, popular, but was 
always associated with aristocratic privileges 
or municipal independence, Lastly, the 
Edict of Nantes established the Reformed 
Churches as an “‘imperium in imperio,” a 
State within the State, a Protestantrepublic 
in the heart of a Catholic monarchy. It 
gave them a compact organization, based 
on representative principles, guaranteed by 
Some of the strongest fortresses in France. 
Ina word, it materialized and secularized 
the faith of the Huguenots.

Life Insurance. 


There are many features in which the pre- 
sent age is peculiar, Not the least among its 
distinctive characteristic is the large business 
that is\done in lifeinsurance, “Herein Can- 
ada, the business which ia not yet fifty years 
old, (though life insnrance dates farther back 
in the old country) has, among the old line 
companies alone, reached the enormous 
amount of nearly $225,000,000. In addition 
to this there is the insurance business of the 
mutual bevefit societies, in which-itds» esti- 
mated at least sixty thousand. pérsond- are 
insured, who carry no less than $90,000,000 
of insurance. Of this amount the greater 
part hasybeen pliced “withinethe: list few 
years, the past year markingythe period of’ 
greatest growth. It is reckoned that last 
year the societies did a Canadian business of 
from $15,000,000 to $20,000,000, an amount 
of new. business nearly equalto that date-of 
the regular insurance companies. These 
figures are significant, and, no doult,-explain 
the larg® amount—$1,700,000of lapses in 
the old line companits ; many giving up the 
old fon the cheaper insuranceof the societies. 
This fact seems to haye been overlooked by 
some who argue that because there has been 
such an unusual defection from the ranks of 
the regular companies, therefore the voun- 
try is surely going to ruin. .There snay = be 
facts to sustain this position, «(though 
the pessimists have not yét succeeded. in 
making their case very clear), but certainly 
such an argument is not found in the cireum- 
stance that $1,700,009 worth of insurance 
has been allowed to lapse, when nearly $40,- 
000,000 worth of new insurance of all kinds 
has been placed during the year. Considered 
in itself the fact that these mutual benefit 
societies are doing nearly one half of the in- 
surance business of the Dominion renders it 
exceedingly desirable that they be placed in 
such relation tothe government asshall per- 
mit cf an inspection of theic books from 
time to time. To such an arrangement no 
honest officer would object, while it would 
naturally tend to increase the confidence of 
those who have placed their trust in the 
promises of the brotherhoods did they but 
know that a public official made a regular 
audit of the books of the society. Let the 
societies concerned consider this.

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The Possibilities of Agriculture.” 
The man of fearful spirit, who, looking 


npon the increasing multitudes of men on 
the earth, has begun to be apprehensive for 
the future lest there should not be susten- 


ance found for all, will find reason for assur- 


ance in the facts produced by Prince Kro- 


potkin in his article, ‘The Possibilities of 
Agriculture,” in the Forum for August. The 
Prince, who has no sympathy with the 
Malthusian heresy that no equality in the 
temporal condition of men is possible 
a heresy which affects much of the modern 
works on economics, undertakes to give some 
idea of what the soil is capable of producing 
under the favorable conditions which science 
and art can impose upon it. The facts ad- 
duced are certainly remarkable, and will 
come as a revelation to many, if indeed they 
will not appear to many tillers of the soil 
incapable of belief. They effectually dispore 
of the familiar and almost universal cry, 
“farming doesn't pay,” and demonstrate 
that there is sound philosophy in the old- 
rhyme which speaks of “the /ittle farm well 
tilled.” Prince Kropotkin is no advocate 
of extensive farming. On the contrary he 
sees the solution of the problem which at 
present confroats the politician and the 
economist»in what he designates intensive 
farming, in, the (tiller) reducing this' acres 
and increasing “the ‘“altention * He be 
stows upon the land tilled. As sery- 
ing to show what may be accomplished 
by feeding the soil with proper manures, 
Prince Kroputkin cites “the district of 
Saffelare ina part of; KastyBlandersy which 
Nature has endowed. With ah tmprodidtive 
but easily cultivated sandy soil. The ter- 
ritory of 37,000 acres has.tonourish 30,000 
inhabitants,-all living by agriculture ; and 
yer these peasants not Only gtow their own 
food, but they also export agricultural pro- 
duce, and pay rents to the amount of from 
fifteen to twenty-five dollars per acre.
